SAMPSON AND HIS CAPTAINS. 


SAMPSON DESTROYS SAN JUAN FORTS 


Story of the Bombardment and the Remarkable Markmanship of 
the Monitors’ Gunners. 


LONDON, May 13.—The Evening News publishes a dispatch to-day from St. Thomas, saying 
San Juan de Porto Rico surrendered at 6 o’clock yesterday evening. 

The dispatch says that immense damage was done to the city and that a number of important 
buildings collapsed. 

The Towa and Detroit fired 480 shots with terrible effect. 

The Americans did not attempt to take possession of or destroy the town, beyond razing the 
fortifications. 3 

The casualties among the Americans were: Killed, Frank Wademan, cruiser New 
wounded, George Merkle, Charles Hill and J. Mitchell of the Iow: 

All the American warships, except the Montgomery, steamed in elliptical formation before 
the forts. The fleet first fired’ too low, but at the second discharge they got the elevation and

OFFICIAL REPORT TO SECRETARY LONG. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—At 7:20 this morning the Navy Department received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Admiral Samp on. It is dated St. Thomas, May 12, and is as follows: 

A portion of the squadron under my command reached San Juan this morning at daybreak. 
No armed vessels were found in the port. As soon as it was sufficiently light I commenced an at- 
tack upon the batteries defending the city. This attack lasted about three hours and resulted in 
much damage to the batteries and incidentally to a portion of the city adjacent to the batteries. 
The batteries replied to our fire, but without material effect. One man was killed on board the 
New York and seven slightly wounded in the squadron. 

No serious damage to any of the ships resulted. SAMPSON. 

Adiniral Sampson's statement that he attacked with only a portion of his fleet is'taken to in- 
dicate that he did not find it expedient to take the entire squadron into the harbor, though it is 
not believed he has separated his fleet. The Navy Department officials were at a loss to know 
how his dispatch reached St. Thomas until the Associated Press dispatch announced the pres- 
ence of the Yale at St. Thomas.

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LITTLE FEAR GF PLAGUE 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Special t» the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Surgeons- 
General of the Navy Marine Hospital Corps 
and army have been investigating the cli- 
mate and health conditions of the Philip- 
pine Islands, and, according to their in- 
formation, the islands are not particularly 
healthy. 

The statement was made here that if the 
soldiers were sent to Manila before autumn 
they would die by the thousands. 

Surgeon-General Van Reypen of the navy 
has devoted considerable attention to the 
subject. He has instructed all medical offi- 
cers of the navy stationed on ships to pre- 
pare reports of the hygienic conditions of 
the ports at which they touched while on 
sea duty, and he has cormptete records of 
the condition of the Philippines. He said: 

“There is no more danger to goldiers in 
che Philippines than there is in any semi- 
tropical country. I have received informa- 
tion that the bubonic plague has been erad- 
icated from the islands and the fact that 
there may be some cases in Hong Kong is 
no indication that it will reach Manila. 

“During the last epidemic of the plague 
there was a medical officer of the navy 
stationed there who investigated the disease 
most thoroughly. He reported to the de- 
partment that it seldom attacked or proved 
fatal to Europeans, Its victims, like those 
of cholera in Japan, were confined to the 
lower classes, who lived in filth and unsan- 
itary conditions. I do not anticipate any 
great mortality among the troops sent front 
the Pacific coast from diseases contracted 
on the islands.”’

American, fell sick and I applied to the 
Spanish authorities for a passport that ehe 
might go to the home of her parents in 
Virginia to recuperate. This w refused 
me except on condition that I] ould sign 
a bond pledging my person and property 
that she, while in the United States, would 
not say or do anything prejudicial to the 
interestea of the Spanish Government in 
Cuba. This I also refused to accede to, but 
as it was a case of life or death with her, I 
finaliy signed the bond, under protest, got 
the passport and let her go home. Recog- 
nizing the peril in which I had been forced 
to place myself, having treacherous, Ameri- 
can-hating enemies all around me, I made 
“a Vigworouae protest before the United States 
Consul at Matanzas, who finally induced the 
Captain-General to cancel the bond. This 
assertion of my rights did not seem to suit 
the Spanish authorities who, shortly after 
these events, forcibly seized and closed up 
my wholesale and retail drug establishment 
and prohibited me from age yg es business

George Pickel’s Attorney Sets Up Sev- 
eral Novel Claims. 


Attorney Ford Smith has filed -a motion 
to set aside a verdict in a damage case 
which is rather out of the ordinary line 
of such motions.

The information that the Spanish squadron had been sighted off Martinique 
caused a decided sensation throughout naval circles, as this brings close to Admiral 
Sampson’s squadron the formidable collect‘on of Spain’s strongest and most modern 
vessels. It is this fleet which was reported to be lying at Cadiz. Evidently the latter 
report was inspired by Spanish strategy. 

Martinique is a French island lying 500 miles east of Porto Rico and 700 miles 
from the eastern coast of Cuba. It is one of the outposts of the West Indies and is 
the natural point at which the Spanish fleet, coming from Cape Verde, would first 
make a landing.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Spanish Squadron now in West India waters, com- 
monly known as the Cape Verde fleet, is described as follows: 

Armored cruiser Vizcaya, built with double screws, two turrets, two funnels and 
two military masts with tops; length 364 feet, displacement 6890 tons; maximum speed 
20.2 knots. She has an armor belt of steel 5 feet 6 inches broad, 315 feet long and 
10 or 12 inches thick. Her turrets have 9-inch steel armor, conning towers 12-inch 
armor. 

Her protected deck is from 2 to 3 inches of steel. Her armament is two 11-inch 
Hontoria guns, mounted singly in turrets, one forward and one aft; ten 5.5-inch guns, 
five on each side, the forward and aft ones being sponsored; eight 6-pounders, ten 6- 
pounders, eight Nordenfeldt machine guns, two Maxim guns, six torpedo tubes and 
two submerged torpedo tubes. She carries 484 men. 

Armored cruiser Almirante Oquendo, built of steel; double-screw; two turréts, etc. 
Her tonnage, armor and armament in every respect is similar to that of the Vizcaya. 

Armored cruiser Infanta Maria Teresa, built of steel; 6890 tons displacement. This 
cruiser is also identical to the Vizcaya, 

Armored cruiser Cristobal Colon, built of steel, twin screws; two covered barbettes, 
fore and aft, two sangpar one military mast. Length 323 feet, displacement 6840 tons, 
speed 20 knots. Her armor consists of a complete nickel steel belt 8 feet 3 inches wide,, 
8 inches thick, The armor of the barbettes is 6 inches thick. The protected ‘decks 
from 2 to 3 inches thick; conning tower 6 inches. All the guns have shields. Her arm- 
ament is two 10-inch guns, ten 6-inch guns,six 4.7-inch; ten 6-pounds, ten one-pounders, 
two Maxim machine guns, four torpedo tubes. She has a complement of 800 men. 

The Terror and Furor ate torpedo-boat destroyers lately added to the Spanish Navy, 
having been bufit at Clyde Bank in 1896. They are of steel with three funnels and one 
mast; length, 220 feet; displacement, 320 tons; speed, 28 knots; armarnent, two 14-pounder 
quick-firing guns, two 6-pounder quick-firing guns, two 1l-pound quick-fire, Each de- 
stroyer mounts two 14-inch torpedo tubes on deck and carries 67 men. 

The Plutro is another formidable modern destroyer, but her exact dimensions and 
armament are not available at the Navy D epartment,

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Confiscation of Mail Directed to Him in Canada 
Shows That He Has Established a Syste- 
matic and Widespread Spy System.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—Three large canvas mail bags filled with letters 
and papers intended for the Spanish Minister, Polo y Bernabe, were taken from 
the general postoffice to the War Department to-day. This correspondence had been 
gathered by the postoffice officials from all over the country and it contains 
absolute evidence that the Spanish minister has been engaged in conducting a sys- 
tematic and widespread spy system from his temporary residence in Canada. His agents 
have been scattered all over the United States. 

The War Department will hold the ®orrespondence for the State Department.

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Cavalry of the Enemy Was Driven Back 
After Two Sharp Brushes With the 
Small Body of Regulars.

KEY WEST, Fla., May 13.—A short but 
fierce battle was fought on the northern 
coast of Cuba yesterday afternoon between 
Spanish and American forces. 

The Americans’ victory, though compar- 
atively small, Was a glorious one, 

The Spaniards were vanquished, 
so hastily that they failed ‘o take 
of their dead. That many thers 
killed there is no doubt. 

Not an American was killed, and enly 
one man was wounded, if vou may cali it 
a wound. He is a newspaper cerrespond- 
ent. A bullet grazed him, causing a slight 
scratch. He will not even have a sear to 
be proud of. 

T he losses of the Spanish are not known, 
There is no doubt that they were large. 

The battle was fought on the Cuban coast 
about two miles north of Cabanas, while 
couriers with messages and atsmunition 
were going ashore to Gomez. 

The men were Cuban troops from Califor- 
nia, and were unloaded by the transport 
Gussie under heavy fire by the Spaniards. 

The expedition started from Key West at 
9:30 o'clock Wednesday ght. On Thurs- 
day, as we skirted the Lact of Cuba, we 
saw many Cuban cavalrymen patrolling the 
coast. 

Our expedition consisted of the revenue 
cutter Manning, the Gussie and the Post- 
Dispatch boat Triton, with myself and the 
Government Scout Thrall on board. 

It was yesterday about 2 p. m. when we 
got the point of our destination. We had 
just passed the head of the famous trocha. 
As the expedition hove to, the Triton‘s guns 
were mounted on the deck. Four cavalry- 
men appeared on the beach and we fired 
at the Spaniards, 1000 yards away. 

The Spaniards retreated into the bushes 
and there popped away at us. They had 
Mauser carbines at the proper range, but 
their aim was bad. 

We then learned that there was a village 
near by known as Punta Hia. The fient 
was within hailing distance of the town,

As we reached the water the Spaniards 
Came out of their Jair and we hastened 
back. The regulars hurried in with the 
Triton’s crew and were got into the bushes 
ready for a battle.

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FROM A MILITARY STANDPOINT. 

The assault on Mr. James of the Post-Dispatch staff by 
members of Company D, Ist Regiment, having been committed 
on United States property, has been properly taken up by the 
United States authorities. Warrants have been issued by 
Commissioner Gray for the arrest of participants in the out- 
rage. 

The Post-Dispatch profoundly regrets the disgraceful occur- 
rence. We are moved to make this issue by two strong con- 
siderations. Weare proud of Missouri's troops and have freely 
voiced the pride of the people in them. We propose.that their 
g00d name shall be vindicated. We propose that newspaper 
men in the performance of duty shall be protected. 

But the arrest and trial of the men of Company D actually 
participating in the outrage does not cover the whole offense. 
There is still the question of the conduct, from the military 
standpoint, of certain officers and men. It is a question that 
concerns the character of the officers and troops which will 
represent Missouri in the United States Army. It is a question 
of discipline, of law and order, in the forces armed and 
equipped by the Government of the people for the protection 
of the country. It concerns the character and attitude of 
men subject to military duty and of officers who must be 
relied upon to guide men, to maintain discipline and to pre- 
serve the honor and reputation of American soldiers. 

When Capt. Holtkamp was asked for information by Post- 
Dispatch representatives under instructions from the office to 
investigate and correct an alleged error, he so far forgot his 
uniform and his position as an officer as to indulge in unbri- 
dled abuse of the man engaged tn the performance of his duty. 
He set an example of unsoldierly conduct in giving rein to 
unrestrained passion and vituperation. If Capt. Holtkamp has 
made amends for his conduct or has in any way endeavored to 
correct the lesson which he gave his men, there has been no 
word of it. 

Col. Batdorf was quoted as having practically approved of 
the conduct of the mob who assaulted Mr, James. Instead of 
denouncing the outrage and rebuking the men who committed 
it, his utterances place him in the attitude of countenancing 
outrage and violence on the part of his men. There is no 
information of any step having been taken by him to rebuke 
or punish the guilty. 

The private soldiers look to these officers for guidance and 
example. It is the duty of the officers to maintain discipline and 
to see that the soldiers under their command comply with the 
law and with the military regulations. It is their duty and 
privilege to instil in the minds of their soldiers the highest 


standard of manhood, obedience to discipline and fidelity to 
law. : 


The question of the attitude and the conduct of these officers 
with reference to this cowardly Outrage is therefore a very 
grave one. It concerns the good name of Missouri troops. lt 
touches upon the character of men who shall represent Mis- 
souri in the army. It suggests the question of the qualifica- 
tions of the men who shall lead Missouri's soldiers.

FRICTION OVER THE PLANS FOR WAR. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—Orders covering the general plan of campaign for 
the taking of Cuba will be promulgated on Saturday, and the actual invasion of Cuba 
will take place Thursday or Friday of next week. 

The plans of the Board of Strategy, which contemplate the co-operation of the 
army and naval forces in Cuba, are in the hands of the President. 

By Wednesday next all the troops available for duty in Cuba will be assembled at 
the points of embarkment, according to the estimates of officers who have seen the 
reports from the various States, and the invasion will occur within 48 hours from 


that time. 


, 


The clashing of the army and navy branches of the Government over the proper 
plans of campaign to adopt on both land and sea has directed general attention to the 
Board of Strategy, which is mapping out a programme of campaign and has created no 
end of complaint in the War and Navy Departments. 

The regular army officers, who are anxious to see a chance to distinguish them- 
selves before the volunteers get into active operations, blame the War Board for 
holding them back and favoring the navy, while the naval officers are protesting 
against the restraint placed upon them in operatirg against Havana and Porto Rico. 
It was openly asserted by several navy officers to-day that Admiral Sampson has 
been keeping out of the way of cable stations, to keep the War Board from interfer- 
ing with the plan of campaign which was mapped out before he sailed. 

Army officers said that General Miles wished that he was out of range of the War 
Board. in order that he might operate according tu the original programme mapped 
out for the invasion of Cuba by the military autiorities, and approved by the Presi- 
dent. The War Board appears to enjoy the confidence of the President and ts working 


away, 


day and night, according to one of its members, analyzing the mass of detail 


and plans submitted to it, from which it hopes to evolve a comprehensive scheme for 


future operations, on both land and sea. 


The complaint of the army officers is that the War Boar 
orders two or three times a day, and they point to the delay in carrying out the plan | 


for the invasion by the army as an instance of it.

Mr. James’ Assailants to Be 
Arrested To-Day.

FEDERAL AUTHORITIES 
WILL ARREST THEM. 


AIX CULPRITS NAMED IN THE IN- 
FORMATION THAT WAS

INSTRUCTIONS TO 
MARSHAL NALL. 


They Were to Bring the Offenders at 
Once From the Barracks before 
U. S. Commissioner Gray in 
the Federal Building. 


The hoodlums of Company D, Ist Regi- 
ment, who assaulted Mr. W. H. James, of 
the Post-Dispatch staff at Jefferson Bar- 
racks Wednesday morning, will have to an- 
ewer for their conduct in the Federal 
Court. Warrants for their arrest were is- 
sued Friday morning and United States 
Deputy Marshal Nall left for the encamp- 
ment directly to secure the prisoners. 

As soon as he returns the men named 
in the warrants will be taken before Com- 
missioner Gray for a hearing. 

The warrants. are for Edgar Brolaskl, 
(. T. Smith, A. H. Ecoff, E. H. Hoehn, 
H. L. Howland and F. L. Crow. 

Information leading to the issuance of the 
Warrant was furnished by the Post-Dis- 
patch. Among the witnesses who will tel? 
What they know of the affair are Edwin 
Batdorf, Colonel of the regiment; C. W. 
Holtcamp, a St.-Louls lawyer, who {is Cap- 
tain of Company D; Merrell Whitney, the 
Star reporter who interviewed the men im- 
mediately after the assault; Arthur E. 
Kibbs, First Lieutenant of Company A, 
who was officer of the day Wednesday® 
Adjutant Webster of the Ist Regiment; 
l’rank Dallam, the Post-Dispatch man who 
was with Mr. James at the time of the 
outrage, and Dr. Brooks, the physic‘an at- 
tending Mr. James. 

The victim of the ruffianly attack is at nis 
father’s residence on California avenue un- 
able to leave his bed. 

His injuries are much more serious thah 
were thought by the army surgeons at the 
post who first reset the arm, 

The testimony of Col. Batdorf will be In- 
teresting only in showing the espirit of his 
regiment. He has declared himself ase be- 
lieving that the men acted properly in at- 
tacking Mr. James. 

“T cannot blame the boys,’’ said Col. Bat- 
dorf, when told of the assault. “lf feared 
that it would occur long ago and that the 
result would be more serious.”’ 

Capt. Holtcamp will probably be able to 
teil nothing of the blanket tossing, which 
was discontinued only after Mr. James had 
been thrown to the ground and his left 
arm broken, but he can testify to the first 
assault made upon Mr. James while stand- 
ing before his tent. At that time the men 
were ordered back by Lieut. Ebbs, who 
wus officer of the day, but they refused to 
obey the command. 

“It’s all right,’’ cried several 
Adjutant said we could toss him 
caught him.” 

“It is not all right,’’ replied Lieut. Ebbs. 
“I'm officer of the day here, and I tell you 
to take your hands off that man.”’ 

The second order was not obeyed and 
Iiieut. Ebbs grabbed Mr. James and pulled 
him away from the mob and placed himself 
between the ruffians and the object of their 
unger. No further attempt was made then 
to toss Mr, James, who with Mr. Dallam 
Was escorted to the limits of the Ist Regi- 
ment camp by the officer of the day. As 
they were walking down the road leading 
to the camp of Battery A the men followed 
them and the second assault was made. 

In close communion with the spirit of 
Col. Batdorf'’s orders that no Post-Dispatch 
representative should be allowed upon the 
Krounds, was the ation of Capt. Holtcamp 
when Mr. James and Mr. Dallam called 
upon him. Mr. Dallam was in the camp 
upon the express orders telegraphed him 
by the city editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The telegram reads as follows: 

“Capt. Holtcamp utters vigorous denial 
of the story of Kammeron's desertion. See 
him and all parties concerned for a cor- 
rection, if the story is not true. Also ask 
lioltcamp, Capt. Sinclair and others con- 
-cerning stories of the Ist Regiment which 
they claim have been incorrect. This order 
to you Is imperative and a full report is 
wanted by Wednesday morning.”’ 

When James and Dallam found Capt. 
Holtcamp he was standing in front of his 
tent. Mr. Dallam approached and asked 
for a few minutes’ interview on an im- 
portant matter. For credentials he _ per- 
mitted Holtcamp to read the telegram 
which he carried in his hand. Instead of 
Riving the desired information Holtcamp 
declared with frequent oaths that every- 
thing the Post-Dispatch had printed about 
the Ist Regiment was maliciously false. 

ie began a personal attack upon Mr. 
James and paid no attention to Mr. Dal- 
lam, with whom he should have treated. 
Ilis loud tones and excited manner caused 
a large Crowd from his coenpany to gather. 
In that way they were abie to identify Mr. 
James, who previously was a stranger to 
every one in Company D. 

Holtcamp continued villifying and. black- 
guarding as his men swarmed around him 
He might just as well have stood in his 
company street and called to his men to 
come out and begin their assault then and 
there. 

The spectacle of a Captain. the ma 
posed to preserve order and discipline and 
to set his soldiers at all times a good ex- 
ample, acting in this manner. could have 
no-other effect than to encourage his men 
lo do what they did

VALLIANT’S FORCES LINED UP 
WITH 26 INJUNCTION 
SUITS. 


ELECTION BOARD ANGRY 
AT VEXATIOUS DELAY. 


Commissioner Saunders Asks What 
Shall Be Done When It Happens 
There Are Four Delega- 
tions in a Ward. 


Judge Valliant’s friends had a hard time 
getting an omnibus injunction petition be- 
fore a court Friday morning. 

They filed a petition in which every 
member of every delegation, except those 
from the Eighth and Twenty-elghth wards, 
was named as a plaintiff against the Elec- 
tlon Commisioners, as defendants. There 
were, therefore, 26 sets of plaintiffs. 

Each set of plaintiffs recited that by 
means of dumeny delegations filed undyr 
the caption ‘‘Independent delegation,’’ the 
Marshall people were seeking to gain an 
advantage by securing two judges and two 
clerks to one representing the plaintiffs. 
They asked that the court intervene and 
direct the Election Commissioners to 5se- 
lect one judge from the Hst submitted by 
the regular Valliant delegation in each 
ward and one judge from the regular Mar- 
shall list in each ward, and to select one 
clerk from either list at their discretion. 
This is in line with Judge Klein’s decision 
in the Twenty-eighth Ward case, decided 
Wednesday. 

The plaintiffs were represented by ex- 
Gov. Stone. Jas. C. Jones, Judge John M. 
Wood. Judge Thos. A. Russell and Wm. A. 
Alderson. The commissioners were repre- 
sented by City Counselor Schnurmacher. 

The case was first assigned to Judge Ho- 
ratio D. Wood. None of the judges are 
anxious to decide the case, and they all, 
with oné accord, began to make excuse. 
Judge Wood generously said he was wiliing 
to try the case, but that the Rutledge d:- 
vorce case would keep him occupied until 
6 p. m™. This wouldn’t do at all. Judge 
Spencer was applied to. He said he hada 
case on hand, but would hear the injunc- 
tion case at 2p.m. This was better, but 
{it wasn’t satisfactory. Judge Fisher got 
wind of the case and disappeared from the 
Courthouse. Judge Valliant was, of course, 
barred. Judge Withrow was applied to, and 
said he would hear the case if Judge Wood 
was Willing. Then followed a delay which 
lasted more than an hour. 

In the meantime Commissioners Saunders 
and Jones gat in Judge Wood's” court. 
chafing with impatience and anger, for they 
had loads of work to do at the City Hall 
inconnection with the Republican primaries 

“This case is an attempt to make a new 
primary law by injunction,’”’ said Mr. Saun- 
ders. “‘The funny thing about it is that we 
Commissioners who are wholly uninter- 
ested. and are anxious that the law be as 
perfect as possible, are placed in the posi- 
tion of opposing efforts to perfect. the law. 
I don’t agree with Judge Klein’s ruling ex- 
actly, but I think if the Judge and I had 
the power, we could make a pretty good 
primary law. The law is ambiguous. t is 
a combination of three laws, badly put to- 
gether. The result is subject to three or 
four honest interpretations. Judge Klein’s 
ruling would be all right if there were al- 
Ways only two candidates and two bona 
fide delegations. Suppose there were four. 
Two would get judges. one a clerk and the 
party sg would necessarily not be represented 
at all.’’ 

A queer quirk appeared later in the hunt 
for a judge. Judge Withrow had adjourned 
his court, and said he was willing to hear 
it in chambers for Judge Wood. But in such 
a proceeding the case wouldn’t go on record 
and City Counselor Schnurmacher insisted 
that It must be recorded. Judge Withrow 
couldn't reconvene his court, so he was 
barred. 

At this juncture Judge Wood said he would 
hear the case at 12 o'clock, but sent out his 
clerk in search of another judge, to avoid it 
if possible. No other judge could be found, 
so the parties had to rest content until! 12 
o'clock.
